Cohasset jumped on 
the solar energy band- 
wagon just in time to see 
it grind to a halt at the 
state level. 

Utility companies 
are only required to net 
meter a certain percent- 
age of their load. Net 
metering is when a com- 
pany pays a municipality 
for producing energy, as 
Cohasset would be doing 
with the proposed solar 
photovoltaic array at the 
old Cedar Street landfill. 

National Grid is fast 
approaching the cap on 
how much net metering it 
has to provide, and a long 
list of projects has been 
queuing up since April as 
municipalities clamor to 
take advantage of a fed- 
eral solar investment tax 
credit that expires at the 
end of 2016. 

When it finally gets 
all its permits in order, 
Cohasset would be jump- 
ing onto the end of that 
long list. But the town 
is still working on the 
closure permit for the 
landfill, and until it gets 
that, the developer can’t 
obtain a post-closure use 
permit and move forward 
with the project. 

Until it gets that, 
Cohasset isn't even on the 
waiting list. 

New legislation is 
pending at Beacon flill 
that would either do away 
with the net metering cap 
or raise it to 1,600 mega- 
watts statewide, which 
would drastically ease 
the bottleneck effect that 
is taking place under 
the existing structure.

Missing teen found after lengthy search

Missing teen 

A teenager from Bur- 
lington. Mass, who was 
visiting friends with his 
parents in Cohasset went 
missing on Sunday, Nov. 

8. and ended up wander- 
ing into the Scituate tire 
station off Route 3A 
about 6- 1 j hours later, 
police said. 

The t een’s parents went 
to the Cohasset police 
station around 4:30 
p.m. to explain that their 
18-year-old son, who has 
emotional issues, was 
walking with his mother 
and then took off running; 
she lost sight of him in 
the area of N. Main Street 
and Joy Place. When the 
parents arrived at the sta- 
tion, their son hail been 
missing for about an hour. 
They were worried he may 
have tripped, fallen or 
hurt himself or might be 
lost, police said. Calls to 
his cell phone went right 
to voicemail. At that point 
it was getting dark and 
the temperature was 4H 
degrees and dropping. 

The bov, who is under 
the care of a physician at 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, was not dressed 
for the cold. 

Police contacted the 
wireless carrier that was 
able to triangulate the 
pings from the boy’s cell 


phone to the Sohier Street, 
Joy Place and Red Gate 
lane area. 

Police K-9 units from 
Cohasset, Hingham and 
Scituate were called to 
assist in the search. The 
State Police helicopter 
unit with forward looking 
infrared radar, dubbed 
FLI R. was also called to 
detect heat signature on 
radar as police continued 
to scour the area. 

Hours later, the Sci- 
tuate police called saying 
the boy had wandered 
into the fire station there 
looking dazed and con- 
tused. I le apparently had 
thrown his cell phone in 
the woods in Cohasset and 
kept running after he left 
his mother and then got 
lost in Scituate. He was 
reunited with his parents, 
police said. 

Identity theft

The board of selectmen, 
in conjunction with the 
Cohasset Police Depart- 
ment, will conduct a public 
hearing on Nov. 24 regard- 
ing a possible liquor license 
violation at the Red Lion 
Inn. 

At 4:18 a.m. on Sunday, 
Oct. 4, police responded to 
a call from general man- 
ager Heinrich Lutjens, 
who reported finding a 
man asleep in the bar area 
after a wedding the night 
before. Neither patrons 
nor staff are permitted 
to remain in the bar area 
more than an hour past 
closing unless they notify 
the police. Police Chief Bill 
Quigley said this measure 
exists to prevent after- 
hours drinking.

intoxicated and was bel- 
ligerent with the officers. 
Police took the 26-year-old 
Walpole man into protec- 
tive custody until a friend 
picked him up at the sta- 
tion at 9:30 a.m. 

Because the selectmen 
act as the liquor licensing 
authority for the Town 
of Cohasset, neither the 
police nor the Town 
Manager has the author- 
ity to find a violation or 
lack thereof; that is the 
sole responsibility of the 
selectmen. Therefore, the 
matter has been placed on 
the board’s next agenda, 
Nov. 24th, close to the 
beginning of the meeting. 

In an unrelated matter, 
the management of the 
inn seems to be in flux. 
A new assistant manager 




was hired and Lutjens 
informed the selectmen 
earlier this week that 
the following day would 
be bis last. This was out 
of compliance with the 
formal notification process 
required by liquor license 
regulations. 

The office later received 
a call from a third party 
stating that Lutjens would 
not be leaving. Lutjens 
confirmed this afterward 
in a letter. 

The selectmen agreed 
that they should do their 
due diligence to clarify 
the true status of the inn’s 
management. The estab- 
lishment is required to 
have a full-time manager, 
and he or she must be 
approved by the liquor 
licensing authority.

agreement was complete. 
All parties signed off, and, 
barring any objection by the 
Supreme Judicial Court, the 
building now belongs to the 
Town. 

It’s been a long road: for the 
selectmen, for the League, and 
most of all, for the seniors and 
tlie staff that serve them, who 
have been in limbo between 
their old space at the Com- 
munity Center and their new 
space at Willcutt Commons 
for several months. 

Because 91 Sohier St. was 
partially funded by an endow- 
ment, the building came with a 
use restriction: it must always 
be available to seniors, first 
and foremost Others may use 
it as long as those uses don’t 
disrupt senior activities. This is 
in compliance with the wishes 
of Mary Hooper, who gave the 
endowment 

The duration of the use 
restriction had been a point 
of contention, but the Attor- 
ney General did not allow 
the Town to put a cap on how 
long the restriction would last, 
meaning Willcutt Commons 
will be here to serve the seniors 
of Cohasset for as long as the 
building stands. 

Tuesday night, the lease of 
the office space was the only 
matter still on the table. The 
Town had previously offered 
the League a lO-year lease at 
a nominal rate, with the option 
to discuss and renew the lease 
iifter the term expired, but the 
League said that the Town was 
too eager to kick them out and 
insisted on a longer term. 

Because the League invested 
their endowment in the build- 
ing and ( mostly) gifted it to the 
town, they felt that they should 
have a right to an office in the 
building for perpetuity. But 
because the Town (partially) 
purchased the building, they 
saw it as a public building 
and felt that they should not 
be allowing private occupancy 
within it 

Selectman Diane Kennedy 
also feared that things could 
get awkward if Elder Affairs 
found they needed the office 
space lor senior programming. 
Marita Carpenter, president of 
the League, said there would 


be no issue with seniors using 
the office when the League 
wasn't in it 

“Five years is nothing, con- 
sidering that this w hole thing 
is largely a gift to the town," 
Selectman Kevin McCarthy 
said at Tuesday’s meeting, 
“'rhe Social Service League is 
being reasonable asking for 
.another five years, believing in 
their hearts they should have 
it forev er. They’ve come down 
quite a bit; I think we should 
go up a bit" 

“We’ve been around for 250 
years," said McCarthy. “What's 
five years between friends?” 

Kennedy questioned 
whether the board had the 
authority to offer a lease 
lasting more than 10 years 
without special approval 
from Town Meeting. Town 
Manager Chris Senior said he 
would look into it 

In the meantime, the two 
parties were not going to leave 
the room that night without 
reaching a consensus. Every- 
one agreed that there was no 
need to hold up the sale while 
the Town did its due diligence 
on the details of the lease. 

The agreement was reached 
by way of three separate 
motions by McCarthy. 

First, he moved to agree to 
the 10-year lease in its existing 
form. Second, he moved to 
extend that lease by five years 
under the same terms, as long 
as it was legal for the board to 
do so; if not, then Senior was 
to bring the matter before 
citizens at Town Meeting in 
April. Finally, he moved to 
approve the purchase and sale 
agreement in full, including 
amendments that had been 
shared earlier in the evening. 

The board supported all 
three motions unanimously 
by a roll call vote. 

Carpenter hopes to see tire 
seniors and staff moved into 
the building by Thanksgiving. 

"Were happy and willing to 
allow them to be in there on 
a full-time basis now that we 
have a deal," she said. “It was 
really hard to get to the end 
zone, but hopefully we’ll get 
the field goal kick by tire end 
of the year.”

MASTER PLAN 


Charting the future of Cohasset

What will Cohasset look 
like in five years? In lO? In 
50? Officials are starting 
to ask these questions as 
work begins on updating 
the town's Master Plan. 

Master Plans need to 
be refreshed about once a 
decade, explained Planning 
Board Chairman Clark 
Brewer. Cohasset is cur- 
rently using a plan that was 
formulated in 2004. It was 
created with grant funding 
and was less thorough than 
it could have been. 

“It was useful," said 
Brewer, “but it’s gotten a 
little rust on it." 

Since 2004, a great deal 
of construction has gone 
on in town, including the 
addition of new residential 
units and the commuter 
rail station. Cohasset isn't 
the same today. Special 
Town Meeting approved 
$25,000 to update the 
Master Plan, and the Town 
is losing no time diving in. 


CONSERVATION 


“The first step is plan- 
ning for the plan," said 
Brewer. 

For the next half year or 
so. the Town will be work- 
ing with the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council to 
analyze where it’s at and 
gather preliminary feed- 
back on what it already 
has. The team will also 
consider what other towns 
are doing; many other 
municipalities are also in 
this stage of planning and 
could have valuable ideas 
to share. 

Phase two, in which the 
Master Plan itself is actu- 
ally formulated, will begin 
in June and should be fin- 
ished sometime in 2017- 
If this timeline seems 
long, consider that the last 
Master Plan took six years 
to formulate; this time, the 
town is aiming for two. 

Brewer anticipates 
having a handful of pro- 
posals by the time Annual 
Town Meeting rolls around 
in the spring. By then, a 
ballpark estimate of the

final cost of the plan should 
be available for voters to 
approve at the meeting. 

“A Master Plan is impor- 
tant so we can feel like 
we’re in control of our des- 
tiny," said Brewer. 

The Master Plan docu- 
ments the community's 
goals in categories like 
village business district 
development, housing 
diversity, and open space. It 
gets members of the com- 
munity on the same page so 
they can work together to 
reach those goals. It even 
strengthens local identity. 

A Master Plan enables 
town leaders to manage 
growth and change, provide 
orderly and predictable 
development, and protect 
environmental resources. 
At the same time, it pro- 
motes open, democratic 
planning and provides 


guidance to landowners, 
developers, and permitting 
authorities. 

The Plan sets priori- 
ties for developing and 
maintaining public infra- 
structure and facilities. It 
creates a framework for 
future policy decisions. 
It helps different people 
live and grow in the same 
space. 

Public discussion of the 
Master Plan process begins 
on Wednesday, Nov. 18 
from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. A 
consultant from the Met- 
ropolitan Area Planning 
Council may be present. 
At this stage, the conversa- 
tion will mostly be amongst 
bodies of town government, 
but interested parties are 
welcome to attend.

The Conservation Trust 
took a celebratory hike 
across the new Wheel- 
wright Highlands on 
Sunday, Nov. 8, with sup- 
porters and generous 
donors.

The landscape features 
beautiful marshland, old 
stonewalls, and views from 
the high ground on Andrus 
Island out to Lily Pond on 
one side and hack towards 
King Street on the other. 


The stonewalls date from 
when the existing marshes 
were used as agricultural 
meadows before the dam 
was built on Beechwood 
Street. An existing trail on 
Wheelwright Highlands 
offers a view over the marsh 
and connects to a stone- 
wall path over the marsh 
to Andrus Island. 

Although there is cur- 
rently no access to the 
property from a public way, 
abutting neighbors have 
offered access over their 
own property to the trust 
for occasional private tours.

Plans coming down pike for Scituate Hill

Developers have their 
eye on the vacant lot on 3A 
across from Lower King 
Street. On Nov. 4th. the 
planning board considered 
a new proposal from SSG 
Cushing Cohasset, LLC. 

SSG has proposed a self- 
storage facility on the big 
pile of dirt between Sun- 
rise Assisted Living and the 
sports complex. The facil- 
ity would include a 58,200 
square foot, three-story 
building on the easterly 
portion of the site and two 
smaller buildings on the 
westerly, with 13 parking 
spaces between them. A 
total of 400 to 500 units 
are proposed. 

The developer proposes 
two driveway entrances, 
both of them secured by 
gates with keypad control. 
The entries would be acces- 
sible by the Scituate Hill 
subdivision road currently 
under construction to pre- 
vent queuing on 3A. 

The main access point 
would be directly across 
from Lower King Street, 
with the subdivision road 
also providing access to 
adjacent buildings. This

would replace the current 
access drive to the Brass 
Kettle office building. 

MassDOT typically 
undertakes this kind of curb 
cut consolidation when pos- 
sible in order to minimize 
turning movement conflicts 
on major roadways. The 
proposal says this will ben- 
efit the overall safety of the 
area and reduce congestion. 

Planning Board Chair- 
man Clark Brewer said it 
was too early for the board 
to formulate an opinion on 


the proposed storage facility 

whether the project is right 
for the town. One important 
factor for Brewer, and likely 
for many residents, is the 
aesthetic of the new facility. 

“This type of building 
can be big and boxy," he 
said. “Hopefully the design 
continues on the trend we 
saw the other night, with 
the forms being modulated 
so the boxiness is broken 
down." The board recog- 
nizes that it’s important for 
large new projects to lit in 
with the surroundings of

the town. 

At the same time, “the 
site has been dirt and weeds 
for quite some time," said 
Brewer. "I laving some kind 
of useful service there is a 
good thing." 

Brewer hopes that a 
new development could go 
hand-in-hand with some 
other changes he’d like to 
see. The intersection of 3A 
and Lower King has been 
the subject of ongoing traf- 
fic studies to determine 
whether a traffic signal 


is necessary. Brewer also 
indicated that a speed limit 
reduction would be a wise 
move for that area. 

“People coming out of 
King Street can get a little 
desperate when there’s no 
break in traffic," lie said. A 
traffic light could also alle- 
viate problems further up 
the road in both directions, 
providing gaps in traffic 
that will help drivers exit- 
ing Sohier Street. I funkin' 
Donuts, and Hingham 
Lumber.

These items have been 
on Brewer's wish list for 
a while, but 3A is a state 
highway, so no changes can 
be made without going to 
the state a process that is 
more complex than officials 
first imagined. 

The applicant has been 
given follow-up tasks and 
suggestions: the resnbmis- 
sion will be reviewed in 
December.

The final score of 
the 2040 edition of the 
traditional Thanksgiving 
Day soccer match was 
Cohasset 3 Hull 1. 

I know what you’re 
thinking; the Thanks- 
giving Day game isn't 
a soccer game, its foot- 
ball. You’d be correct if 
this w as about the 2015 
Thanksgiving Day game, 
but it’s not, it’s about what 
many see as the inevi- 
table, the eventual demise 
of the game that so many 
love to watch; football in 
America. 

This column isn’t about 
the popularity of football, 
the Patriots, the Cohas- 
set High School Skippers 
or even pick-up games 
in the backyard. This 
column isn't about the 
astronomical television 
ratings that the NFL and 
NCAA are experienc- 
ing nor is it about the 
insane amount of money- 
waged on football each 
year. This column isn't 
even about my personal 
thoughts on football, 
which I love watching 
from the comfort of my 
couch. No, this column is 
about the fact that despite 
its immense popularity, 
football cannot survive in 
the manner in which we 
know it today. 

The reality is, football 
has become the sports 
equivalent of cigarettes; a 
guilty pleasure enjoyed bv 
many despite the over- 
whelming data exposing 
its dangers. Similar to 
every puff of a ciga- 
rette, every hit a player 
endures, inches them 
closer towards chronic 
traumatic encephalopa- 
thy, commonly known as 
CTE. CTE is a degenera- 
tive brain disease that is 
a caused by impact to the 
head. As with lung cancer 
and cigarettes, the link 
between brain trauma 
and football is real and it’s 
devastating. 

A recent study by 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs showed that 85 
percent of NFL players 
examined and 79 percent 
of all football players 
tested positive for CTE. 
Let me state that last 
part again, 79 percent 
of ALL football players 
tested positive for CTE. 
Furthermore, 96 percent 
of deceased NFL players 
studied had significant 
signs of CTE. Former 
Patriot linebacker Junior 
Seau was so traumatized 
by the impact of the hits 
endured that he eventu- 
ally committed suicide.

Like with the tobacco 
industry, legal settle- 
ments related to CTE are 
already costing the NFL 
billions, but it's just a 
drop in bucket compared 
to how much they are 
making. These settle- 
ments are only delaying 
inevitable changes in 
the game. Determined 
lawyers have the data and 
support. If not the NFL, 
then the feeder programs 
such as the NCAA, high 
schools or youth organi- 
zations will eventually 
buckle. 

In many ways, the 
problem with football is 
us. The devastating data 
is clear, yet collectively 
we loyally watch week 
in and week out. Col- 
lectively we cheer for the 
boys and men playing 
a game that we know is 
slowly destroying them. 
Collectively we support 
a pastime that is worth 
billions to the organiza- 
tions involved with a 
game that is destroying 
its players. 

Because of the success 
of the Patriots over the 
past 20 years. New Eng- 
land has caught up with 
the country in its obses- 
sion of football. With 
seven trips to the Super 
Bowl and four champion- 
ships, Patriots fans have 
loved the pride of being 
associated with a winner. 

1 lowever is there anyone 
comfortable in seeing 
players like Wes Welker 
a shell of what they once 
were because of contin- 
ued concussions? 

Coaches can no longer 
ignore concussion 
symptoms, schools are 
forfeiting games due to 
injuries and programs are 
being shut down as towns 
and municipalities face 
exposure to liability and 
increasing insurance pre- 
miums. A guv I work with 
shared with me a story 
about being hit so hard he 
has no memory of playing 
the rest of the game, but 
he did. Moments like that 
are changing as the public 
becomes more aware 
that high school students 
are literally dying while 
playing football each year. 
Eight high school stu- 
dents have died already 
this season; there is no 
way that is acceptable. 

The end of football 
isn’t the end of the 
world. Boston Univer- 
sity dropped its football 
program in the 1990’s and 
the university’s popularity 


and scope has boomed in 
the last 20 years. Perhaps 
soccer is football’s even- 
tual replacement. The 
games are played in the 
same stadiums, it’s easy 
to follow and the unpar- 
alleled global interest is 
starting to penetrate the 
American culture (how- 
ever the long halves are 
not 'IV friendly). It’s not 
too far-fetched to think 
that high schools could 
field three plus soccer 
teams in the fall rather 
than fielding a football 
team. 

Some have suggested 
lacrosse as a possible 
alternative, but, the 
game has its own concus- 
sion concerns and much 
like hockey, despite its 
excitement it’s difficult to 
follow and doesn’t play 
well on 'IV. Flag football 
and ultimate Frisbee 
are two sports seeing a 
rise in popularity that 
use similar sized fields, 
although I can’t see them 
reaching a level of mass 
acceptance. I think the 
most logical solution is a 
modified, less violent ver- 
sion of the game; more 
like rugby and the early 
days of football when 
players didn’t have the 
helmets and equipment 
that provide a false sense 
of invincibility. 

Despite its strength 
and popularity, football 
will inevitably succumb 
to the realities of the 
harm it’s imposing on its 
participants. Billions were 
at stake and the tobacco 
industry fought hard to 
suppress the facts, but 
eventually the truth won 
in the end. The same will 
hold true with football. 
The almighty dollar is 
presently winning but the 
clock is ticking, schools 
are shuttering programs, 
doctors and lawyers are 
lined up armed with data 
and families grieve boys 
who have died playing a 
game.

Register of Deeds 
William F. O'Donnell 
is reporting good news 
when it comes to real 
estate in Norfolk County, 
as third quarter sales 
remain robust, but there 
are some potential level- 
ing off signs that could be 
just around the comer. 

“The third quarter 
saw a robust II percent 
increase in properties 
sold. A total of 5,369 
deeds were recorded 
compared to 4,848 for 
the third quarter of 2014. 
This is further evidence 
that Norfolk County con- 
tinues to be a destination 
location for individu- 
als and families to live 
and work. In addition, 
the quarter saw a solid 
14 percent growth rate 
compared to last year's 
period in total dollar 
volume of commercial 
and residential sales.' 
said O’Donnell. 

One note of cau- 
tion was the minimal 2 
percent increase in the 
average sale price of com- 
mercial and residential 
property to $647,737- 
“We saw the average sale 
price of real estate in 
Norfolk County begin 
to slow down in August 
and the overall quarterly 
figure reflects this trend. 
This minimal increase in 
average real estate price 
can lie partly attributed 
to limited real estate 
inventory. However, the 
small sales price increase 
is good news for buyers’ 
purchasing powers, espe- 
cially first-time ones,’ 
said O'Donnell. 

The mortgage market 
saw conflicting news. 
There was a solid 11 
percent growth in the 
number of mortgages 
recorded for the quarter. 
However, total mortgage 
indebtedness (financ- 
ing) for the same period 
fell by 15 percent to $3.4

billion. This decrease 
can lie explained by a 
large mortgage that was 
recorded against com- 
mercial retail property 
in Dedham, Canton and 
Medfield during the third 
quarter of last year. 

Another note of con- 
cern was the number 
of foreclosure deeds 
recorded during the 
quarter, which increased 
to 62 compared to 50 
during the same quarter 
last year. O’Donnell said, 
‘Lending institutions 
continue to work through 
a backlog of foreclosures 
that resulted from the 
economic downturn 
that occurred in 2008. 
More disconcerting was 
the Notice to Foreclose 
Mortgage recording 
figure, the first stage 
in the foreclosure pro- 
cess, which rose to 238 
compared to 139 during 
the third quarter 2014. 
This figure is a clear 
indication that while our 
economy is strong, many 
of our neighbors still 
face significant economic 
hardships.’

Even though the Com- 
munity Garden Club of 
Cohasset is extraordinarily 
busy at the moment, 
preparing for Yuietide, 
the holiday house tour 
on Thursday, Dec. 10, 24 
members were on their 
knees, planting spring 
bulbs, at Willcutt Com- 
mons this past week. The 
Garden Federation of 
Massachusetts highlighted 
the Club's landscaping 
work at the Commons 
by awarding the Club a 
grant. The Civic Develop- 
ment Committee of the 
Federation said that they 
congratulated club for 
embarking on such a large 
project: they “...want to 
encourage local clubs to 
take on projects such as..." 
Willcutt Commons. The 
grant bought bulbs. 

Thus, 750 bulbs, all 
narcissi, were chosen. 
Narcissi are not usually 
eaten by deer. They find 
narcissi to lx- poisonous to 
their systems, whereas the 
deer treat tulips as if they 
were dessert. The four 
varieties of narcissi chosen 
were selected because of 


area, a meadow or such, 
when* they can remain 
untouched, that is fine. In 
a suburban setting, leav- 
ing dying leaves all over a 
lawn might be considered 
unsightly. If one mows the 
lawn, thus removing the 
leaves, the value of natural 
multiplication will be lost 
Planting spring bulbs under 
deciduous trees works well. 

In late March, April and 
early May those trees have 
not leafed out at all or are 
in hud. The narcissi have 
the necessary sun. As they 
die back, plants which like 
shade grow around them, 
hosta would be an exam- 
ple of that, and those new 
plants cover the leaves 
of the dying narcissi. By 
planting the correct plant 
in the correct place, the 
gardener is just helping 
Nature to do its work. 

This autumn has been 
so glorious in Cohasset 
Here we are in the second 
week of November with 
that warm sun calling us 
outside. Do go find some 
bulbs for your own home. 
You will he so happy you 
did come next spring.

their reputation as being 
excellent natural izers. 
Over time the bulbs will 
multiply by themselves. 

Planted were the fol- 
lowing varieties: Rijnvelds 
Early Sensation, King 
Alfred, Mount Hood, 
and Thalia. The first is 
one of the earliest of the 
narcissi to flower, often 
two or three weeks prior 
to other varieties. Alfred 
and Mt. Hood are estab- 
lished older varieties, 
long flowering and show 
themselves mid-season, 


while Thalia is one of the 
latest to bloom. 

Holes were dug 6 to 
8-inches deep, with the 
soil under the roots loos- 
ened to help easy growth. 
The bulbs were planted 
in areas where soil may 
lie seen, not in grass, for 
example. In order to natu 
ralize and remain viable, 
the leaves of the narcissi 
must remain after the 
bloom is spent, until the 
leaves naturally die back. 

If planted in a bed with 
other plants, or in a wild
